CHRONICLE OF EVENTS IN 1871, 


EUROPE, 

Axx other occurrences have heen so dwarfed in comparison with the gront evente 
which have taken place in France during the year 1871, that it is necessary first 
to sketch the course of the French war and the revolution that grew ont of it. 
At the opening of the year there were nearly one million of Gerwan soldiers on 
the aoil of France —the greatest warlike invasion since the days of Xerxes. They 
were divided into four great armiea of about 2,00,000 men erch, while another 
body of equal number was scattered along the line of railway from Saarbruck to 
Paris, The firnt army, commanded by the Prussian King, was before Paris, wear- 
ing out by famine what it could not take by force. ‘The second army, under the 
Crown Princ’, was attacking General Chauzy near Le Maus, and endeavouring to 
push on to the great arsenal of Bouryes and thence to the suuth of France. ‘The 
third, under Prince Frederick Charles, was moving in a line west of and parallel to 
the eecond army and was opposd to General Bourbaki and the Garibaldians. 
The fourth under General Munteuffel was oppored to General Faidberbe and was 
fast overrunning Normandy. Never in the history of the world had nation to meet 
wo formidable a for, never wan defence more energetic, seldom leax successful. 
Gambetta was dictator of France, elevated to that dignity hecause none other coald 
compare with him in energy and the genias of government. It was not posrible 
for him to ancceed when the whole regular army of France was imprisoned in 
Germany, and there were but raw and disheartened recruits to hurl against the 
n veterans who were always more numcrous than their opponents, 


The year opened with the surrender of Mezieres, tho fortress on which 
Macmahon intended to retreat from Sedan. he very next day a great battle 
was fought at Bapauime by Cenerals Faidherbe and Moenteuffel. Toth sides 
claimed the victory. ‘Three days afterwards the Prustiuns commenced to boin- 
bard Paris, hopmg thus to hasten the surrender. On the 11th January General 
Chanzy was entirely routed at Jv Mans and that great store-house fell into the 
hands of the Prussians. ‘This taid the centro of France open to the Crown Piince, 
On the 17th General Bourhaki was thoroughly repulsed by Gonercl Werder at 
Belfort and compelled to retreat. It wae the depth of winter. Bourbaki bad 
provided nothing for his army, Snow and fiost, huoger and the Germans 
harassed and decimated bie suklicrs, Alter thirkcu days of most disastrous 
retreat, the French army, or what was left of it, escaped into Switzerland. Inthe 
midst of these great successwi, the Pro-sian king was procinimed Mmuperor of 
Germany at Versuiles, in the yulace of the Freuch kings, Next duy the new 
empire waa aguin victorious at St Quentin, wher. General Faidherbe was totally 
routed, Qn the 2lst January the Garibsldians defiated the Germaus et Dijon, 
bnt knew not how to follow up their victory. 


Meanwhile Puria was bravely enduring the horrors of famine, Absolute and 
universal starvation stared ell in the face. Soenergetic had been the defence thet 
the Germans wore farther frou: Paris than at any previous date, but who could 
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fight against famine P On the 24th January, Jules Favre proceeded to Versailles 
with offers of surrender. Four daye afterwards an armistice and surrender were 
agreed upon and the Prussians entered the Paris forta. Unfortunately the popula- 
tion was not disarmed and, while the regular troops were taken prisoners, the Na- 
tional Guard were left embodied. All thoughts now turned towards peace, except 
those of Gambetts and his followers, who were for an earncet prosecution of the 
war. But the surrender of Paris allowed the other members of the provisional 
government to eupersede Gambetta. A new cuustituent assembly was summoned 
to mect at Bordeaux, On the 18th February they met. Their first act was to 
appoint Thiers xn almost absolute dictator, with especial reference to the making 
of peace, The preliminaries of peace were signed on the 26th February and 
ratified by the Constituent Assembly on the Ist March. 


‘We must now turn once more to Paris. There, on the 7th March, a portion of 
the National Guard refused to obey orders, and collected cannon and munitions of 
war on the heights of Monmartre. Wath inconceivable folly the authoritics 
winked at this mutiny, allowed days to pass before they interfered, and then, by 
their pusillanimous action, invited the National Guaid to remst. This they did 
successfully on the 18th March, when the guns were carried into Paris, General 
‘Thomas and Lecompte foully murdered, and a red republican or communist 
government set up at the Motel de Ville. On the 22nd the “ party of order” in 
Paris made a demonstration against the rcbele! Naturally enough, when the 
latter found they were only to be opposed by demonstrations, they felt secure, shot 
down their opponents, and made opcn war against Thicrs and his government. 


The French Government was at last forced to take the energetic measures that 
would a few days earlier have prevented the outbreak. As fast as the troops 
returned from their German prisons they were hurried up to Paris. Marshal 
Macmahon, who had recovered from the severe wound received at Sedan, was 
placed in command, and a new siege of Paria commenced. There could be no 
doubt of the zssue, or Valerien and most of the other forte were in the hands 
of government, Without entcring into details, suffice it to say that the fighting 
was fiercest at Neuilly, for Mecmabon had determined to enter Paris by the 
gate near the Are de Triomphe. After severe fighting, the Communists were 
driven into the city. The whole locality near the Neuilly barrier was then 
bombarded so as to prevent the massing of the Communist forces in the threatened 
quarter. By the middle of May it was seen that Paris must be overcome (the 
second siege hed commenced in the last week of March.) With atrocious barba- 
rity, the Commuuist leaders now resolved to destroy what they could not hold.. 
The Napoleon column in the Place de Vendome wae thrown down on the 16th, 
and from that date preparations were made for burning all the best part of Paris. 
On the 21st May the troops entered Paria, bunt were engaged in most desperate 
atreet-fighting for a whole week. On the 24th the Archbishop of Paris aud sixty- 
three other hostages were shot, and all the chief buildings in Paris set on fire. 
‘On the 28th Macmahon announced that opposition had ceased. During this 
dreadful week it is computed that not less than 30,000 communists were killed, and 
as many more were taken prisoners. 
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Since then France has been attempting to settle its government, and repair its 
lowses. The Constituent Assembly was strongly Orlesnist—in favor of the soces- 
cion to power of the heirs of Louis Philippe. By e strange hesitation, the favorable 
opportunity was lost. Thiera was allowed to role under the title of President of 
the Republic, and the sweets of power have overcome his loyalty to his old macters. 
Dissensions among the Orleans and Bourbon princes alienated their friends, while 
no one of them came to the front ae a national leader. Hankering after a strong 
and settled government, deserted by the Princes, hating the Reds, the great mass 
of the people learnt to lean upon Thiers, At the dissolution of the Constituent 
Awembly and the election of the present National Assembly, the great majority 
of the representatives returned were moderate republicans, friends of order, 
‘Thiers remains as firmly in power 2s a man of more than 70 years old can be, but 
it is certain that France has not seen the end of its troubles or obtained a settled 
government. By the treaty of peace it lost Alsace and Lorraine, was compelled 
to pay 200,000,000 pounds sterling, and to meet the whole cost of the German 
army of occupation, 

Other parte of continental Europe were equally profoundly, but lees violently, 
moved by the religious discussion arising out of the decree of the General Coun- 
oil of the previous yenr regarding the infallibility of the Pope. Dr, Dollinger, 
the famous theologian and ecclesiastical historian, was bold cnough to withstand the 
new dogma, and openly refuse to adopt or obey it. He was therefore excommmuni- 
cated, and the same punishment was hurled at bis followers. Manfully determined 
to uphold the truth at ull costs, I)r. Dollinger would not submit, Bowing to the 
will of the pcople, the Bavarian Government has been compelled to support the 
brave old man, and it now seems as if the Roman church will suffer another schiem 
—a schism brought on hy its own wanton folly in erecting into a dogma what is 
a palpable untruth and un historical impostare. While thus weakened on one side, 
the Popedom bas been strengthened (as all but the D’ope aud those who bow tohis 
infallibility must believe) by the loss of 2te temporal power, In January, the 
Italiun parliament solemaly accepted Rome as an Italian city, and declared it the 
capital of Italy. During the year, the Italian Government has been transferred 
to Rome—every country in Europe has accepted the change, and to all appear- 
ence Rome and Italy are now inseparably jomed, Free from the reproach of its 
utter ineapacity for civil government, the Popedom will now be able to give its 
whole attention to religioua mattera, free from the suspicion and reproach which 
have hitherto hampered it. 


HOME —POLITICAL. 


Turn we now to home affairs, which have been of unusual interest, Seeking 
reputation at tho hands of the least educated and least responsible parties, upheld 
by them while he serves their tnds, Mr. Gladstone, the English premier, hae, at 
the bidding of the working classes who pay no or but little tax townrds the support 
of government, entered upon 6 career of reckless reform, as it is called, of existing 
institationa, 

‘On the first of January 1871, the Irish Church Bill came into force, and shortly 
after the Irish Land Bill. These measures were announced as the panacea for 
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Irish discontent, but the year ends with more disgraceful proceedings in the 
Dublin Criminal Court than had occurred throughout the whole Fenian period. 
But « few weeks previously, Phenix Park was the scene of an organized 
and cruel attack upon the police, with no other justification that the excuse that 
ix putting down an illegal assembly jnst before the police had been compelled in 
self-defence to use their truncheons, Where the confiscation und Joss bad fallen 
upon the loyal, and only talk had descended on the disloyal, this was naturul ; and 
now Ircland is ripe for a new rebellion, aud a murderer sent up for trial has first 
to be escorted by au army, and is then acquitted by » jury who dare not risk their 
lives by giving an honest verdict. The scquittal of the dastardly murderer haa 
‘been the signal of the most disgracetul manifestations of joy in many parts of 
Ireland An agitation fur “‘ Home rule” is enianism in another form, and Ireland 
in still Englond’s “sore place.” 

In February the Army Bill was introduced, abolishing at vast cost an arrenge- 
inent which, though illogical, had worked admirably, and substituting promotion 
by selection, that ia interest, for promotion by purchase, Unwelcome in the Com- 
mona, the bill was only passed after enormous opposition, and upon the votes of a 
aninisterial party who were driven by ill-concealed threats of a dissolution, 
Reseived by the House of Lords just at the period when their sittings usually 
closed, the bill was rejucted on the ground that it contained no sections providing 
anotber rystem in the place of that it abolished. Determined not to he thwarted, 
Mr, Gladstone persuaded the Queen to abolish by her prerogative what he had 
failed to remove by Jaw, and on the 20th July all England was starticd by such an 
aot of despotic government as had not heen known in Grent Britain for a hundred 
years, ‘he House of Lords was compelled to enve the dignity of the crown by 
rendering its act legal, and the bill was therefore passed under protest in the end 
of Jaly. This Act, in connection with the royal warrant issued in the first week 
of November, has revolutionized the army. Nearly 3,000 officers have applied for 
permission to resign the scrvice. With bis ueua) regard for the uneducated, 
‘Mr. Gladstone has in the new warrant, permitted commissions in the army to be 
given to men riscn from the ranks without requiring them to pass the examination 
required from those who receive coinmissions under other circumstances, It 
remains to be seen hy actual experience whether the new system will produce 
better officers than the old. 

Only four days after Mr. Caldwell introduced the Army Bill Mr. Forster 
brought the Ballot Hill before the house. The Bill met with much opposition, 
and only received the earnest apport of the radical party. Like the Army Bil; 
it mude ite way through the Commons, but was rejected by the Lords, It is hard 
to see why a bill that merely proposes to alter the'mode of giving votes should be 
40 engerly pressed or xo botly opposed. If the lowest classes are fit for the fran- 
chise, au the government pretends, it is etrange they should require 80 mneh secrecy 
or desire ta make so grent a mystery of their privilege. I!, on the other hand, the 
uneducated class and their friends see some miracoluus efficacy in putting their 
voting papera into an urn rather than openly presenting them to the registering 
officer, why whould not their wish be gratified? However that may be, the bill 
led to an unseemly discussion and to strange after-dinner utterances during the

parlismentary vacation, Mr. Gladstone, st Greenwich, announced the intention of 
government again to introduce the bill at the earliest possible period. 

"The next eweeping mcasure was the Education Act, Passed in 1870, it was not 
put in force till the year 1871. Its provision for compulsory education has pro- 
yoked much public discussion. Undoubtedly a wise measure in its general scupe, ite 
imexpected effect has been to place the Church of England in almost undiapnted 
lordship over popular education. It was intended to be perfectly neutral in 
religious matters and rather to encourage sccnlar schools. Cne clause was care- 
lessly drawn, and became law before it was known how it would ect. It was soon 
tested and found to act as described above. An immediate and bitter agitation 
arose. ‘I'he nonconformists, who are one-half of the whole popolation of England, 
would not suffer their exclusion from the benefits of the act. An education league 
was formed at Birmingham and, under its auspices, excited meetings have been 
held throughont the country, Hitherto the nonconformists have been Mr. Glad- 
stone’s stoutest supporters, but they now openly aver that they will overthrow the 
ministry if the obnoxious clause be not at once repealed. Compulsory education 
must be so great a blessing that it is hoped on all sides thet a way may be found 
out of the present difficulty, Lord Lawrence, the late Viceroy of India, is chair- 
man of the London School Board. 

Another agitation of even more bitter character han disturbed England. Senti- 
mental and notoriety-loving women have united with a number of “popular” 
ministers 0 denounce the Contagions Discancs Act. They have flooded England 
with obscone literature, with false and wicked stories and with the vilest slanders on 
thoso who administer this beneficent act. Repeating the tactics and the ignorant 
follies of the'lenders of the auti-vacciaation agitation of many years hack, they 
desire to overthrow the government on 9 qnestion where truth and purity, 
experience and science are al) against them, The apparent auccess of these strange 
agitatora, who acem utterly oblivious to the fact that it ia a shame to any honest 
woman to know anything of tho eubjcct, is a curious illustration of the readiness 
with which a large portion of the English people may still be persuaded by mach 
talking to follow any object whether good or bad. Tt will be # disgrace to 
England if thin scandalous agitation should pursuade parliament to undo the 
great blessings that must result from the firm and diserect administration of the 
‘present law. 





sOCIAL. 

‘The timidity of the present government in giving way to every blustering 
crowd has encouraged the mob leaders to make new demands, aud for the first 
time in modern English history there has heen an outspoken republican movement, 
Confined in the early part of the year to the “great unwashed,” who desire to 
have their Jounge in Trafalgar equare spiced with treasonable speeches from the 
mouths of sham workmen, the movement spread through the kingdom. Ite only 
vitality lay in che opportunity thus given for persons hankering after notoriety to 
air treaonable epeeches without any fear of penalties, The year closes with the 
adhesion 40 the movement of s very young mAn, Sir Charles Dilke, who owes the 
title which is his only distinction to the personal friendship with the Prince 
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Consort with which hia father was honored. The only excuse for Sir Charles 
Dilke's folly lies in his juvenile ereving for notoriety however obtained. The 
chief object of attack, with a view to the agitation having at least some 
result, waa the grant of a dowry to the Princes Louise on her marriage 
with the Marquis of Lorne. Careless of the fect that the Royal estates were 
only handed over to the national management on the understanding that 
the nation would meet the charges that had hitherto been met by the income 
from the crown lands; forgetting that the produce of these estates is much 
greater than the whole present charge for the maintenance of royalty ; unmind- 
fal that the royal estates as much belong to the crown as the estates of 
‘ny proprictor belong to him, theso mob-orators desired to compel the members 
of the royal family to go from their home without portion or property, pauper 
husbands and wives,—would have them be leaders of English society without the 
means of living in private comfort. The marriage of the Princesa on the 2lst 
‘March met with the approval of the whole educated community, and parliament 
refused to defraud a princess at the bidding of s crowd who contribute no share 
of the national income. 

On the 2nd April the census of Great Britain and Ireland was taken. The 
retarns give a total population of 31,617,108 pereons, of whom 21,487,688 or 
almost exactly two-thirds dwell in England ; 1,216,420 in Wales; 3,858,613, or a 
little more than one-tenth in Scotland ; and 6,402,759, or slightly more than one- 
aixth, in Ireland The population of the whole country had increased by 24 
millions of persons since 1861. Of thia increase 447,816 persons were contributed by 
London alone, which baa now reached the imniense total of 9,251,804 inhabitants, 


Four days afterwards a son was born to the Princess of Wales, but it died the 
next day. This was the sixth child of the Princess—the other five are all living, 


Bvery other domestic event was now forgotten in the ‘excitement caused by 
‘Mr, Lowe's budget statement on the 20th April. It wasa manifest and dis- 
graceful failure. The anticipated deficiency of income was proposed to be met 
by a tax on matches. One of Mr. Gladstone's ordinary supporters, Mr. White, 
moved in the Commons a resolution condemning the budget, and this motion was 
only lost in a fatl house by a majority of 27. On the same day the women and 
children who gained their living by the making of lucifers, marched in procession 
to present 8 petition against the tax. The police, who were perfectly helpless 
against the crowds who blocked Trafalgar Square and made the Parks unsafe for 
decent visitore, made a valiant attack upon the women, half-killed some, broke the 
heads of many others, end carried off an unresisting host to prison. The budget 
could not withstand the ridicule which this gallant affray brought upon it, and was 
withdrawn three days afterwards. The new budget provided the necessary funds 
by an increase of the income tax, 

‘The end of June was made noteworthy by the opening of the new St. Thomas’ 
Hospital by the Queen. This hospital, on the Southern Thames embankment 
facing the Houses of Parliament, ie believed to be the largest in the world and is 
certainly the finest. £o magnificent a range of buildings devoted to the gratuitous 
treatment of human silments is one of the chiefest glories of our land. 
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A fortnight sfterwards commonced the trial of the famous case ef Tichborne 
vereus Lushington, in which the claimant secks to establish that he is the Sir 
Roget Tichborne who was supposed to have heen drowned at the wreck of the 
ship Bella seventeen years before. The case hes excited the most ardent interest, 
More sensational than the most exciting novel, it has for the time dwarfed ali 
other eventa, and the public journals have printed the evidence in the fullest 
detail. With the exception of a two month's vacation the hearing has continued 
tothe present time. The property at stake is cnormous as, in addition to the estate 
iteelf, there are also in question the merne profits for a long series of yeare, No 
member of the family has recognized the claimant except the mother of Sir Roger, 
and this recognition is the main strength of his case. The decision of the jury is 
most eagetly awaited, but unless the case for the claimant should unexpectedly 
break down, which recent telegrams seem to predict, the decision cannot be given 
for many weeks to come, 

‘Throughout the year thero hes been much discontent with the edministration 
of the English Navy. The toss of the Captain in September 1870 was but the 
first of a series of disasters which have greatly irritated the country. After the 
foundering of the Cuptain, Government instituted an enquiry, but was accused of 
wilfully deceiving the Cummittec. ‘he chief blame was laid on Mr. Reed the 
chief constructor, but he conclusively proved that he had warned the Government 
in ample time, For this he was dismissed, Then Sir Spencer Robinson was made 
the scapegoat. Ile, too, proved that the fant lay with a higher official For this 
he also was dismissed. From that day to this the whole matter has been burked. 
Then the Agincowrt armour-clad ran ashore in the Gibraltar Bay. (n enquiry 
two Admirals and two Captains were dismissed, prompt but deserved punishment, 
—they were not connected with the ministry. Then two other iron-clada grounded 
in the mouth of the Thames and hardly escaped utter logs. Next a regiment of 
soldiers was sent to Australia in the Afegara—n ship that had been condemned os 
unsound years before. When in the midst of the wide ocean the vessel com- 
menced to fall te pieces, and her commander was compelled to beach her on a 
solitary uninhabited island that fortunately was acar. iy this prompt action the 
lives of all on board were saved, though at imminent risk of starvation, Fortu- 
nately a ship hove in sight and conveyed the news to Australia, whence help was 
sent, The crew had been thus imprisoned for a whole month. For along time 
Government attempted to burke this matter also, but the force of public opinion 
han at last compelled them to appoint a commission and the year closes with the 
nomination of Lord Lawrence sa the chairman of the commission. 

The month of December has been made memorable hy the very serious illness of 
the Prince of Wales, During a stay at Scarborough he and one of his intimate 
friends suffered from the contegion of typhoid fever, the disease of which the 
Prince Consort died. Lord Chesterfield, the Prinee’s friend dicd early in December, 
but the Prinee lingered till the 9th when he was given up by the Doctors. The 
strength of his constitution enabled him to outlive this crisis, but extreme exhaustion 
Produced congestion of the lungs. He then Isy totally unconscious for several 
days, hovering between life and desth. At the time of our going to press the 
news are muck more favorable and it is hoped that the Prince's life may be spar- 
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ed. The whole Royal Family displayed the most affectionate concern for the 
Prince. The Queen, not yet recovered from dangerous illoess, spent many days 
et Sandringham, The Princess of Walcs seldom left her husband's bedalde, and 
the whole bitter time bas evoked the most touching exhibition of those domestic 
virtnes which have made the Queen and her family so beloved. 


RELIGIOUS. 


There has been little matter for record under this head, as the two most 
important events—the schim in the Roman Catholic church and the hot discus- 
sion regarding the connection of national education with religious churches—have 
been referred to under other heads. It is, however, worthy of note that the 
Established Church has been much more successful than usual in defending itself 
against invidious and dangerous foes within itsown body. In Febraary the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council condemned Mr. Voyney, who had been 
preaching blank rationalism in his parish charch, living the while on the income 
provided for preaching according to the church standards of doctrine. He was 
sentenced to deprivation, quietly gave up the living aud opened a chapel in 
London where, like Mr. Bradlaugh, he denies the divinity of Christ, denonnces the 
greater part of the Bible and preaches just what he thinks the Almighty God was 
not wise enough to reveal, On the other side, the same Judicial Committee con- 
demned Mr. Purchas, the Romish advocate at Brighton. Many ofthe ceremonies 
that Mr. Porchas hed copied from the Roman ritual were declared ilfegal, Mr. 
Purchas appeated from this decision, but his appeal was dismissed. It is hoped, 
probably in vain, that these decisions will prevent persons living upon the revenues 
of the English church from, openly at least, fighting aguinst its most cherished 
principles, When the Purchas decision was announced a considerable number of 
hin co-workers talked much of' leavivg the church. If they still, but more 
ecretly, use the church funds and privileges in order to work its destruction, it is 
much to be regretted that they did not go over to the church they love and desire 
to imitate, and thus free the Anglican church from the opprobrivm and the danger 
that foes who still enjoy the privilegea of friends must always cause, 

In February the Ecclesiastical Tities Act was repealed. It could not be 
enforced and never had been. So palpable an infringement of religious liberty, 
which merely insulted without damaging the Roman Catholic community, was a 
blot on the Statute Book snd ought long before to have been repealed. 

‘The following months witnessed a series of riots in the northern towus, They 
were got up by the lower Catholics in order . 

‘* To prove their doctrine orthodox 
By apostolic blows and knocks,” 
and were intended to stop the month of a vulgar Protestant lecturer named 
Murphy by breaking his head. At Whitehaven be was nearly killed end the 
‘whole town thrown into confusion by an organised outbreak in which it ia feared 
the local pricstshad ahand, The necessary result of such a policy was to raise 5 
vulgar lesturer into a hero aud vastly increase his popularity. Though he per~ 
wonally deserves little regard, yet it is much to be regretted that the same police | 
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who, under the present regimé, dare not confront a mob, should grosely interfere 
with the right of public meeting. Sustained by the government they have up to 
the present time frequently prevented hie lectures by threatening him with 
illegal arrest. 

Tn May Mr, Minll moved in the Commons a resolution favoring the disestab- 
lishment of the Church of England. As the mob have not yet pronounced in 
favor of the proposed confiscation, Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion, and it 
‘was lost by an overwhelming majority. There are many signs however eceming 
to show that, unless the divisions in the church be healed and much more sye- 
tematic efforts to reach the Jowest class be made, there will soon come a great 
atrnggle of which it is impossible tosee the end. A domonstration of the idle 
and ignorant in Trefalgar Square, or the levelling of the railings round West- 
minster Abbey by an organized band of the scoundrels who are so numerous 
in London, might at any time convert the Premier, and then the Church 
would have to fight for itself, Efforts like those of Bishop Taft to reach the 
ignorant masses of the great towns are and must be its best defences. The better 
class of non-conformists would much rather have an Extavlished Church than 
leave religion without official recognition, but they are outraged and repelled by 
the advance of Ritualism. But amidst all the turmoil there was never, probably, 
a time when there were more religious people in the country, nnd it isin their 
probity, their love of order, their industrious application, that is to be found the 
best antidote for the many evils that now threaten our beloved home, 


INDIAN SUMMARY. 
Sarees 
Sacpom has so uneventful a yeur heppened in Indian history, With the exception 
of the acts of petty violence which will have to be noted, India may be said to 
have deserved the wise man’s dictam—‘ Happy is the country that has no history.” 
Except the puny Looshai inroad there has been no war—except in « small district 
of Central India there has been no famine—except in Oude there has been no inun- 
dation, and that was more unpleasant than destructive. Pestilence has deen absent 
to an almost anexampled degree thronghout India, In our own Presidency there 
has been no single event to cause sadness or alarm, for the failure of D. P, W. 
buildings and bridges, though expensive, is ludicrous. Thcre were fears of renewed 
famine in Ganjam, but the latest news declares that the danger bas passed away. 
Under the blessing of God and the wise administration of our government, unin- 
terrupted prosperity has been the happy lot of the Presidency, and the financial 
theans of goverhment are being expended, not in war or maintaining starving 
millions, but in adding to the etock of wealth and material happiness of the coun- 
try, in making Yondb, in opening schools, in raising the people in physical comfort. 
POLITICAL. 

When the year opened, Yekoob Khan, « nephew of the Ameer of Afighanistan, 
and son of Akbar Khan, our old foe, was in open rebellion against the Ameer. 
‘Though Osbul is not in Indis, its condition is so important # factor in the condition 
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of the Punjab that Affghan politics can never be overlooked by us. The Vieeroy 
took an active part in establishing the rule of Shere Ali, aiding bim by the aesur- 
ance of our friendship rather than by military force. In January 1871 it appeared 
asif Yakoob Khan were in despair, all hin entcrprises had failed, and he conld 
fight no longer. About the middle of the month ho surrendered to his uncle's 
generals and marched with them towerds Cabul. On his way he was troacher- 
ously attacked by his escort, but escaped with life and « handful of followere, He 
then disappeared utterly and nothing was known of his residence or plans until, 
in May, he suddenly appeared in force before the*important city of Herat. The 
gorrizon betrayed the place to him, and this suecem soon placed him at the bead 
of a large army. He marched towards Candahar and was there met by the Amecr’s 
forces. Ic defeated them, and all Affghsnistun appeared at his mercy. Suddenly 
he resolved to submit. The English government interecded for him. He was 
offered pardou if be went to Cabul. He accepted the condition and was apparently 
restored to favor. But from that time he bas evidently been viewed with sus. 
picion, and a new outhreak may at any time occur. ‘Taking courage from these 
dinputes, the tribes of the Khyber rebelled, ond for a long time stopped all trade 
between Cabul and India, After some hard fighting they were subdued by the 
Ameer, and there is cverywhere perfect peace on our N, W. frontier. 


Jn the end of January, the Looshai tribes beyond our N E, fronticr mode o 
sudden irruption into Assam. Descending on our tea plantations, they for a few 
days carried ull before them and murdered several of the planters, A vigor- 
ous atand was made by Mr. Daly and some plantcrs at Monierkbal, and this 
gave time for support to come up. On the arrival of the troops the Looshais 
retreated and have not heen seen again. By the middle of February there was 
not one on British territory, ‘lhe difficulties of transport were such that Govern- 
ment were not able to administer immediate punishment. During the hot weather 
it was dangerous to send troops into the feverish hills, and it is only with the end 
of the year that three columns of troops, under the command of General Bour- 
chier, are on the march into the Looshai territory, having for their abject to tench 
the wild tribes that it can never be wise or profitable to interfere with o Britich 
district or people. Up to the present they have met with no opposition and very 
little is expected, 

The only other disturbance of the public peace has arisen from a strange deve- 
lopment of discontent in uorthern India, Searecly a month har passed withont 
some British officer having been cut down by a Museulman zealot, and men are 
still found desirous of gaining a martyr's reputation by killing an Englishman. 
‘The most important victim was the Chief Justice of Bengal, Mr. Norman, who 
wan stabbed on the steps of the High Court by s Mabommedan fanatic, The 
crime was committed on the 20th September and Judge Norman died the next 
Toorning. Inno case doce there appear to have been personal hatred of the 
victim—the deed has heen caused by religious fanaticism. The murderer of 
Judge Norman, Abdooleh, was found guilty and then banged. With pralee- 
worthy severity Government directed that his body should be burned by men of 
the lowest caste, thus preventing tho canonization of the murderer. This single 
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act will probably do more to prevent further outrage than the mere hanging of a 
bnndred marderera, 

Once aroneed, the spirit of violence infected the Hindus. In several of the 
grenter jails the convicts have made determined attacks upon their keepers, and 
the most important and successful attempt was not suppressed without great loes 
of blood. In Bareilly, the celebration of the Moburrum was also made the 
excuse for another dangerous ontbreak in the town, and the dinorder continued 
for several days. Tn the Punjab, at Umriteur and Rajkote, a Lindu tribe named 
Kookas attacked and brutally murdered a number of unoffending Musmlman 
butchers, and it was with great difficulty that the murderera were discovered and 
brought to justice. All these events, thongh much to be regretted, were of very 
minor political importance, as they represented no general public fecling, They 
have occupied a large share of public attention, becausc there have been but few 
other occurrences to divert the public mind from them, 

‘The only event in thiy Presidency that can be brought into the same category 
is the mutiny of the 19th Regiment M,N. J. in February last. They had been 
marched to Madras in order to embark for foreign service at Singapore, but, 
through some mistuke, did not receive such an advance of pay for the families 
they were compelled to leave behind them as they deemed just. When the com- 
manding officer tendered the amount provided they refused to receive it. When 
the Colonel arrested the firat who refused, the greater part of tho regiment 
demanded to be arrested also, When the Colonel ordered the guard to turn out to 
maintain order, they refused to obey, and » semblance of order was only restored 
by the release of the men under arrest. There can be no doubt this was a very 
ecrious mutiny, and ought to have been dealt with in the moat vigorous manner, 
But General MeClevcrty, the Commander-in-Chief, was very ill, and about to leave 
for England, and failed to sec the gravity of the occasion, He deemed that the 
men had good cause for complnint and excurod their mutiny on this ground. 
‘Without asking the consent of government he ordered the advance claimed to 
ve given and allowed the regiment to embark for Singapore without punishing 
the offenders, thus condoning a crime which deserved the severest punishment, 


Out of this matter arose another. General McCleverty embarked for England 
a few days aftcrwards, expecting to return after six months’ leave, Before he 
reached home, the Secretary of State decided that he had vacated his appointment, 
and nominated General Haines to succeed him, Rightly or wrongly, he and his 
friends thought the action of the Duke of Argyll was at the instance of this 
government, and much ill-feeling was aroused, While all this was going on. 
government very properly thought that the 19th Regiment had been let off too 
casily, and after investigating the matter, resolved to punish the officers, whose 
neglect had provoked the men, and to dismiss the men who hed Jed the mutiny, 
Thongh admitting thet the action of government wonld have been highly proper 
when the mutiny occurred, the home authorities appenr to think that, after General 
McCleverty bad condoned the offence, it was not proper to open the question again. 
On the other hand the Governor-General thought that Lord Napier bed not gone 
far enough, though in the right way. In the course of the discussion a mistake 
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occurred regarding a letter from General McCleverty to the Governor, The 
General wished it to be private, but sent it through «= public channel, The 
Governor believing the document to be a public one, but understanding that 
General McCleverty did not wish it to be noised abroad, sent it to the Council by 
& private channel. Both parties appear to have made a very simple mistake. 
In some way the whole affair became known, the Madras Atheneum got hold 
of the papers or s portion of them, and in a series of articles discussed the 
question, Among other things it stated that the Governor had not acted in 
gentlemanly way regarding General McCleverty’s letter. T'o this the Governor 
replied by demanding an apology and retraction, under penalty of an action for 
libel, The Athenaum refused to retract. ‘The case came on for hearing on the 
4th December, and was' thenZadjoarned, afterTsettlement of issues, till February 
1672, This incident has provoked much discussion and for the time dwarfed all 
other topics, 


The most important political event of the year has, however, been the passing 
of the Towne’ Improvement and Local Funds’ Acts, They were introduced to 
the local Legislative Council in February 1871 by the Hon'ble A. J. Arbuthnot, 
supported by the whole strength of government. These very important Acta 
were considered at great length, but very little heed was given to the objec- 
tions raised in the public journals, and the whole discussion proved of how 
little nee is the Legislative Council as at present constituted. Where officials 
are a majority and are expected to vote not actording to their own convic- 
tions but at the wish of government, discussion is little more than « farce, 
The Acts will, doubtless, prove of enormoun public benefit, as their general 
results must tend to favor decentralization, local public spirit, and the financial 
independence of the Presidency. The main provisions of both bills are that 
objects of local intercst, as roads, schools, hospitals, &c., shall be paid for by 
Jocal funds and maintained by local agency. In towne the necessary funds are to 
be rained by a variety of rates, but chiefly by a rate upon houses above # certain 
value, In the districta the funds will be provided by 0 cess, that is by an addition 
of known proportions to the kist paid to government or the Zemindare by the 
ryote. Two difficulties lie in the way of the equitable administration of these 
laws—-firet, the financial necessities of the Supreme Government, which employs 
willing and prosperous Madras as a milch cow for the rest of India, and is con- 
stantly diminishing the proportion of the Madras revenues which is to be expended 
in the Presidency. This action compels the local government to throw upon 
the municipalities, &c., charges which the Acts cannot be conatrued to authorise. 
Secondly, the unwillingness of the government on its executive side to divest 
iteelf of the powers which it is so willing to lsy down on the legislative side, 
Orders ere constantly issued which the Acts do not authorize, but which in 
the present state of things, cannot be resisted. With time and the growth of 
public spirit, both these evils will pase away, but not till then can the Acts perform 
their full beneficent work. The intentions of the government are so excellent 
that there can be no doubt the power of the municipalities and local committees | 
will be increased as they show themselves fit for further responsibility. 
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As another illustration of the prevailing desire on the part of our English 
rulers to benefit the people in every posible way may be mentioned the action of 
the Supreme Government in creating a new department of agriculture. The first 
Act of the first secretary in publishing, as an original scheme of his own, the plan 
devieed and carried into effect by our Medras government for the establishment 
of model farms is not @ good one, but there can be no doubt that much more pains 
than hitherto will now be given towards promoting the well-being of the masses 
of the people, 

In the same month—-April—was held in Madras a grand durbar for conveying to 
Prince Azim Jah the title of Prince of Arcot conferred on him by the Queen. 
Every endeavour was made to do honor to the occasion which, coming as it did 
after our paying the debts of the Prince to the tune of a quarter of million sterling, 
must suffice to show how earnest the anthorities are in their desire to conciliate 
the great Mussulman community, 

The year closes with an event which must be counted as important even from 
8 political point of view. The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal firat suspended 
and then dismissed from the service the senior Magistrate of Police at Caloutts, 
Mr. J. B. Roberts, Looking to the manner in whieh the law fences round the 
dignity and independence of a judge, it is probable that such dismissal is illegal, 
but in any case the matter becomes of national importance when it is announced 
by Mr Campbell himself to have been brought abont by a quarrel between the 
Magistrate and Commiesioner of Police. The latter is declared to be of hot and 
imperious temper and to have flagrantly misconducted himself, yet Mr. Campbell 
maintains and supports him while dismissing the Magistrate, thus making the 
administration of justice dependent upon the will of a hot and imperious outsider, 
Tt matters not how far each was wrong in comparison with this tremendous 
impropriety of the Lieutevant-Governor. In a country like India it is impossible 
to take too many precautions to support the independence of the judge or magie- 
trate, yet here is the chief authority of « presidency deliberately declaring that 
a magistrate must agree with an imperious Commissioner of Police under penalty 
of dismissal. Itis much to be hoped that the year will not close without an 
announcement that the Supreme Goveroment has interfered to redress the evil 
and maintain the independence of the courts. Too much care cannot be taken in 
the appointment of = magistrate or in the maintaining of the privileges of his 
position when appointed, 


FINANCIAL. 


So much of the comfort and prosperity of the people of India depends upon the 
wise financial administration of the country that it is right to give special prami- 
nenoe to itshistory. The year commenced with one of the most important resolu- 
tions yet recorded on this subject. It was announced by the Governor-General that 
for the future the Supreme Government would fix lump sums each year as the grant 
under each head for the subordinate governments, especially with regard to public 
works, and that the local governments should be permitted to spend this sum to 
the best advantage secording to thelr knowledge of the wants of the country. It 
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is true that the grants were mmnclt diminished but this was the reason that mude 
the Supreme Government willing to give up a portion of itn powera, ‘The ufler 
of Iocal control was the bribe to make the emall grant ascoptable, although ft was 
very well known that the differeuce would heve ta be made np by Jocal taxation. 
As far as the Supreme Government was concerned the object in view was simply 
to relieve its exchequer and ellow Sir Richard Temple to show an apparent surplus, 
and thus cauee the world to believe that his administration was successful, but 
like many other prvileges drawn from the financial necds of government, this 
granting local contre! of local expenditure will probably turn out to be worth its 
cost, Anything that tends to basten the introduction of the mode of government 
foreshewed in Chemey's Indian Polity or the confining of the functions aud finan- 
cia? authority of che Supreme Government to snch matters as concern the country 
8a whole must be a blessing to the country. India wants local responsibility and 
Jocal self-government, and these should be given as soon as the people are ablc to 
undertake them. Out of this financial advance arose the very important bills 
disguased under the political summary, for although Lord Napier and Mr, Arbuth- 
not had matured the Local Funds Bill before the intention of the Supreme 
Government was known, the new system could not have come into any wide use 
without the stimulant given by the absolute necessity of raising lucal revenue. 


On the 9th of March Sir Richard Temple brought forward his budget for the 
current year. There was ample reason to expect a surplus on the yeer, but to 
take eure of this, Sir Richard proposed to continuc the Income 'l'ax though at a 
lower rate. Now that three-fourths of the year has passed, there appears every 
certainty of an immense surplus—a surplus of several millions sterling, When 
the Income Tax Bill was introduced in the Supreme Council it was vehemently 
attacked by Mr. Inglis, the representative of the North-west Provinces. Ile 
declared that the Income Tax was an almost incalculable evil, that it was # vast 
engine of extortion and that but 6 small part of the sums actually taken from the 
people ever reached the treasury. He was rodely attacked by Mr. Strachey and 
answered elaborately by Sir Richard Terople, But the Supreme Government (it 
can hardly be believed that Lord Mayo knew what ho was being Jed into) desir. 
ed to humble Mr, Inglis for speaking such unpalatable truth, They ordered a 
rigid enquiry in the North-west Provinces. One and all of the witnesses examined 
substantiated the statements of Mr, Inglis, and Sir William Muir the Lieutenant- 
Governor gave bis hearty concurrence. With that in November last the Supreme 
Government published most atrocious order condemning everybody who dared 
to reflect ou the tax and very severely reprehending Sir William Muir, They 
dared to garble a report, sent in 1861 by the North-west Provinces authorities, to 
prove that Sir William Muir had then expressed his satisfaction with the tax and 
to show how much betters ruler Mr. Thomason was than Sir William Muir. 
They burked @ passage in the report written by Mr. ‘Thomason himeelf, in which 
it was stated that the returns were “conspicuously and shamelessly false,” 
although the people were too cowed to complaist. It ia seldom that polities! 
enmity has been carried wo far as in this case by the Supreme Government. The 
Tmcome Tax is a most hateful imposition, utterly unsaited to the eoxaziry: 
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One remit of this and other financial blunders of the Supreme Government 
has been thet the cry of discontent became so Iond that the Parliament was com- 
pelled to appoint a Commission of Enquiry into the finances of India. This 
Commiesion sat till the prorogation of the Housc, and collected a great mass of 
usefl information. Before closing its sittings the Commission reported in favor 
of suspending all new operations of Permanent Acttlement, ns there was a vast 
amount of evidence ea to tho folly of that system. This is the first great blow at 
the traditional system of blunders. Sir Richard Temple'e last great feat before 
becoming Finance Minister was the scttlng of « large district in Central India, 
by which he robbed the rcal owners of the land of all their rights, ercated a new 
body of landlords named Maigoorara, and required from them a land revenue of 
only sia annas the cere, Thus for generations to come it has been fixcd that 
Central India shall he a burden on the rest of the country, swallowing up the 
surplus revenues of Madras—revenues that onght to be spent in Madras itself, 


SOCIAL, 

‘When the new year came there were lying.in the Madras roads two cable ships 
engaged in the work of laying the submarine telegraph between Madras and 
Singapore. In the carly part of January the work was completed, the onble 
being landed at the SE. angie of the fort and carried under gronnd to the 
Telegraph Office. This line madc a through communicstion from San Francisco 
to Singapore or three-fourths of a girdle of the world at its widest part, Madras 
is now in dircet communication with the whole of the civilized world except 
Australia and the deep-sea line to that great continent will soon be Inid down. 

About the time of the completion of this great work an cffort was mado in 
Madras to erect a town-hall, Mr. D. 8 White took the lead in promoting the 
movement and for a time it seemed as if this oft-dcsired improvement was about 
to be carried out. Subscriptions to a large amount were promised but after a few 
months flickering the affair seems to have diced out and during the last half of the 
year nothing has been heard of the People’s Hall. This 1s very much to be 
regretted as therc are few things more necessary than a convenient bmilding for 
public meetings of all kinds, At present the Banqueting Mall is largely employed 
for thia purpose through the kindncss of the Lord Napier, but this [fall is far 
from the town, belongs tu the Governor's private readence, and in in other ways 
unsuited for many public purposes. 

February was made noteworthy by the announcoment that the P. and O. Steam 
Company had materially reduced its charges for conveyance between England and 
Indis, The fares were reduced by nearly one-third, dimmushing the cost of a 
journey to Southampton from £95 to £65. A still further boon of great import- 
ence was the offer of return tickets covering six months at ten por cont, reduction, 
and covering twelve months at five per cent. The cost of wines is excladed~+ 
great benefit both to those who drink but little, and tbosc who wonkd like to take 
too much. This great reduction of charges will eneble hundreds of persons to 
Visit England who could not possibly have gone under the old system. Up to 
the present time the P. and 0. Company's profits have been ne ways diminished 
by their liberal poliey. 
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The government has also heen greatly desirons of providing greater facilities for 
sea-borne trade in this presidency. On both consts of India there are many trad- 
ing towns of considerable importance which are unableto afford any refuge or aid 
to chips in time of storm or means of ensuring a rapid discharge of cargo. In 
the carly part of the year it was arranged that an eminent harbour engineer should 
be sent from England to survey and report upon the various ports and the best 
inode of improving them, In the spring months Mr. Roberteon arrived and 
commenced this important work. Colonel Farewell was specially deputed to 
accompany and nesist him, and cvery possible aid was afforded in all parts of the 
presidency, In July he left for England without having finished his work, The 
Chamber of Commeree immediately appealed to government against the mode in 
which Mr. Robertson had performed the duty entrusted to him, and brought 
forward many facta showing that he had neglected very important and well- 
known modes of obtaining information, Nothing official seems to have been done 
in the mattcr, but the Ceylon government, for whom also Mr, Noberteon had been 
engaged, requested that another engincer should be sent them. Mr. Townshend, 
alsd an cmincnt harbour engineer, was then sent to Ceylon. lin services gave 
entire satisfaction, and hc has matured plans for the construction of docks on the 
northern const and for the opening of a navigable passage through the L’aamben 
channel. Closely connected with the same subject, and a very important aid to 
internal and forcign trade is the system of state railways that hna this year been 
inaugurated. The government of India bas resolved to construct under state 
agency @ net-work of narrow guage lines branching from tho present main lines 
to all the larger towns of India, It has bcen capecially desired to open the cotton 
districts so as to provide new and extending markets for native produce. There 
lines may not pay directly, although it is probable they will, but the resulting 
benefit to the people generally must be beyond such calculations 28 refer only to 
dividends, in the extension of trade, the prevention of famine, the regulation of 
prices and the facility of communication which they must produce. Linea in this 
presidency are designed to run from Madras along tho coast to Negapatam, from 
‘Tanjore to Tuticorin, from Kurnool to Hyderabad, from Shoranoor to Cochin on 
one side and to Cannanore on the other, Lastly it is proposed to make short line 
from Pothanoor to the foot of the Coonoor ghaut. As the year closes work is 
going on in almost every district of India, and some of the linea arc expected to 
be in full work in three or four years from this time. Equally important is the 
fact that the Madras and Bombay lines have met at Raichore. On the 18th 
December it was announced that now through tickets may be issued to all parts 
of India on the main railway lines. 

‘The immense value of such means of conveyance is now being exemplified in 
Persian where a fearful famine hes been raging since March of this year. India 
bas food enongh to eupply ail Persia, but there is no means of conveying it to the 
starving millions. It is computed thet nearly half the people in Persia have 
already died of starvation, and that ahould the famine continue during 1872, there 
will not be left more than two million souls in a country which two years ago 
maintained ten millions. These estimates are however mere guemes, seeing that 
eo very little is known of the interior of Persia. We may, however, be certain of 
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this that one of the greatest famines the world has ever known is now destroying 
the doomed Persians and that there is no means of helping those who cannot come 
to the sea coast, 

In the North-west Provinces renewed efforts havo been made to reduce the 
expences incurred in Hindu marriages, The present system is fraught with 
evil. It createa infanticide in Central India, promotes and causes Kulinism in 
Bengal, and everywhere compels the newly wedded couple to start under 2 load 
of debt that must cripple their efforts through life. Among his other good deeds, 
Sir William Muir has given much attention to this matter. Tle han caused yerns- 
cular booka donouncing the practice and pointing ont a better mode of commenc- 
ing wedded life to be drawn up and circulated ; be has convoked assemblies of the 
notables in various parts and urged them to lead the way ; he has offered rewards, 
and in a hundred other ways endeavoured to remedy the present evil— nor bave 
his efforts failed of success, The Rajpootana Chiefa have bound themeclyes not 
to exceed or countenance the excceding of a certain limit, At a large native 
meoting of pundits and zemindars at Arrah in Jnne last it was resolved hy the 
native leaders themselves to join the movement, and it is hoped that important 
improvement may soon be visible. The evil was not so marked in this presi- 
dency, but there is ample room for progress, and it will be well if the movement 
find supporters here. 

In the middle of the year Archdeacon Dealtry resigned his office on the ground 
of ill-health, after long and effective service. The Rev, J. Gorton was appointed 
to succeed him with the approbation of the whole community. The new Arch- 
deacon was also, till the return of Bishop Gell in November, acting as Comminsary 
of the Diocese, an office which he very fitly administered. The Jishop of Madras 
had been obliged to return home to recruit his health, which had broken down 
under his severe Iabors and many journeyings. Strangely enough the law had 
provided no meaus of giving His Lordship any furlough or sick allowances, and 
throughout the whole period of his leave the Bishop was without pay. This 
strange and regrettable anomaly was thua brought into public notice, and an Act 
hae now been passed which will save others from oo cruel a punishment for a too 
self-nacrificing performance of duty. 

Turning to» very different subject, all Indis was scandalized to heer in July 
of what is now known as the Bangalore Affiay. ‘I'vo young officers—Lieutenants 
Lambart and Frere--were abot at and dangerously wounded by a person named 
Van Ingen, whom Lambert desired to assault, A third person in the officere party 
was also shot. Tho affair was made the subject of two lengthy trials at Bangalore 
and at the Madraa Assizes. All parties were so evidently in the wrong, while all 
hed so much provocation, that it was wiscly resolved not to pres matters against 
any, and while Van Ingen was acquitted, Lieutenant Lambert was sentenced toa 
fine, The most noteworthy result of the trial was the assertion of the presiding 
judge thet in this country the law permitted any man to proceed to such extre- 
mities as firing with intent to kill, when’what is technically known as grievous 
bodily hurt may reasonably be feared. This is so directly contrary to the law of 
England and so manifestly agaiust the public good, that it is hoped the case will 
lead to un alteration of the law. 
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Jn August, the amalgamation of the Madras Military Male Orphan Aeylurn 
with the Lawrence Arylum at Ootecamund was puccersfully cartiod out, The first 
party of orphans left Madras, August 26. There is every reason to hope that thiv 
amalgamation will be productive of much good, although in some points it will 
not be an advantage. The climate at Lovedale is so bracing, and its effect on both 
hody and mind so excellent, that a lengthened stay there must be of immense hono- 
fit to the poor orphans, The combined Asylums will contsin 400 boya heside 
girl, One great drawback has been the immense cost of the Lovedale buildings, 

Eleven lacs of rupees have already been spent upon them althongh the origival 
plans have not nearly been carricd out. The Madras buildings have been given 
by government to the Madras Civil Asylums, bat with them has been amalgam- 
ated what is known as the Fort School—an orphenage attached to St. Mary’s 
Church. As the Civil Asylums havo hitherto been very badly accommodated in 
Black Town, the change must be of meterial benefit, and it is greatly to the honor 
of government that the amalgamation of the Military and Lawrence Asylums baye 
been made the means of doing ro much good to other charities. 

Tn September, the preliminary censas was taken throughout the presidency and 
town of Madras, in Mysore, and in some other parts of India, From the official 
reports that are now coming in it appears certain that the enumeration was most 
successfully carried through, giving every reason to believe that for the first time 
a thoroughly trustworthy estimate of the population may be gained. The retarna 
show that the city of Madras has @ population of only 400,000 instead of from 
500,000 to 750,000 28 was commonly believed. It is believed that the presidency 
will be shown to have about 30,000,000 of people, or almost the same as Kingland, 
Scotland and Ireland combined. The final censua was taken on the night of the 
the 4th November. A great difficulty was thrown in the way of an accurate 
return of the European population by the strange request of the Registrur 
Generel in England, that the English population of Indis should also be cenvased 
in May last in connection with the British census, This being done led to the 
general idca that Europeans were not to be included in the Indian census, 

Tn November Madras lost two of its best known and most useful leaders, hy 
the departure to England of Sir Colley Scotland and the {fon. John Brace Norton, 
the latter gentleman especially was greatly beloved and all classes of society com- 
bined to do him honor. The men who made India what it is are parsing awny— 
may we hope that their successors will more than emulate them,

MARS will bo an evening star from the beginning of January to the ond of Maroh, aud 
a morning star from the Intter part of May to the end of Qctobor, He will be in con- 
junotion with the Sun on May 17th. His Jonat apparent diameter will be 4" in the munth 
of Jane, and he will increase gradually to 7” towards the end of the yeur. 


JUPITER will be in opposition to the Sun on Janumy 15th, and will be well situated 
for olecrvation both before and after midnight from the comioncement of the yunr io 
the middle of March, His least apparent T will be about $2", when in conjuno- 
tiun with the Sun, on August 3rd, but the plauet cannot be well seen for a few weeks 
before and after such time, Ho will be an ever star from June to the end of July; 
stationary on March 15th, and in quadrature with the San on April 10th, His interest- 
ing belts aud the phenomenn of his fuur Satellites are well worthy of examization, An: 
good pooket tolescope will, if steadily supported, render the Nutollites visible and their 
eclipses obvorvable. From January 15th to the end of July the eclipsos will ocour on the 
onal side of the planet, bat in the other portiou of the year to the west of the primary, 
‘When both the diseppearance and ro-appeatunce of » Sntellite are given, it must he 
remembered the plonomens take on tho same side of tho plunet, hut the re-appear- 
ance always to the east of the syot ut which the Satcllite vanished.

SATURN will be 9 morning star until March and an cvening star during tho months of 
November and December, Me witl bo favorably seen buth beforo and after midnight 
throughout the summer montha.

To obtain the full number of words in the message, the address, siguature, and any 
part of the contents, in ordinary language, must be added to the above, counting 
eocording to the preceding rules.

Poustic Darantuent, Fort Suint George, July 22, 1808. 

‘The Governor in Council is pleased to confirm the following Bye-Laws of the Munici- 
pat Commissioners for the Town of Madras under Act IX of Be? + — 

1. The stalls in every market for the sale of meat, fish and vegetables, shell have the 
flooring mised at least one fout from tho ground, shall Le paved with tiles, asphalte, or 
grauite, and shall be covered with a watertight, filed or terraced 10of, the saves being 7 

feut high from the grmund, and projecting 3 fect beyund the basement, and the ith 
of cach double range of stalls shall be not joas than 12 fuet, and of each ningle range 000 
lena than 6 feet. 

2. The entxnncer from the public atreeta into the markets anit slasghtor-honsea ehall 
not be of lene wilth than 12 feet each, and the gangwayn betwocn the atulla shall uot be 
‘af tens width than 8 feet cxch, and shall be metatied with gravel or laterite, and drained 
to the satisfaction of the Commisnionors. 

3. No articles shall be ceposed for sale or deponitod in the gangwaya. 

4, Markets fur the aule of meat, fish aud vegetables shall be lime-washed, within and 
withont, once at least in evory four wontha, 

5. Stalls for tho sale of meat aud fish xbal} Le wazhod, and all stalls and gant ways 
wwopt, aud the refnse retnoved therefrom morning and afternoon, and deposited at such 
plaoes a8 may be appointed by the Commissionors. 

6. Tho flooring of atalls for tho sale of meat and fish shall be kept in good order to 
the sntiufaction of the Comminaioners. 

7. Every niarket and slanghter-house shall be provided with a well and Jatrine, if 
deemed necuwary, by the Comminsionera. 

8. Every owner or farmer of a market shall provide, and keep in his market, standard 
weta of such weights and menaures ns are generally need in snarl for reference in case 
of dispute. 

9, Every slaughtor-housc sball Le thoroughly washed and swept morning and 
afternoon. 

10, Every slaughter house shall be lime-washed, both within and without, onco in 
every four months. 

11, Evory slaughter-house shall be paved with gronite stones, or fint paving bricks 
or tions or asphalte, and the joints shal] be fresh pointed with mortar at least onco 
annually. 

12. Persons afflictod with lontheome or infeotious disonses are prohibited from rend- 
ing or exposing for sale any articles of fuod in a market or basear. 

18, When ment of any description is conveyed from the slaughter-houses, or fish from 
the Leach to x market, it nhall not be exposod to view. 

14. Fish or meat shail he wold or oped for alo within tho Municipal limits only 
in licensed markets, or in registered "The registration to bn gratis. 


Bye-Lawa for the regulation of Burial and Burning Grounds. 

1, No porson shall bury, or cause to be buried, any corpes in any Burial Ground 
within the Mnvicipal Mri in n grave of lens depth than 44 foot if constructed of 
masonry, ond 6 feet if nut 50 constructed. 

2. No person aball build or dig or cause to be built or dug a grave in any such Burial

Any such person who shall neglect or refuse to give 
auch iaformation shall be Hable to a penalty not exoseding 100 Rupes.

L. Each Police Officer shall produce satisfactory Testimonials of character and previous 
conduct, 

II. Each Police Officer shall devote his whole time to the Police service alone. He shall 
not take part in any trade or calling whatever, unless expressly permitted ; and he shall 
faithfully and honestly use hia best abilitics to fulfil all his duty as a Police Officer. 

TI], He shall conform himself implicitly to all rules which shall from time to time be 
mede for the regulation and good order of the service ; and cultivate a proper regard for 
ita honor and respectability. 

TV. He shall aubmit to discipline, observe subordination, and promptly obey all lawfal 
orders which he may receive from persons in authority over him. 

‘V. He shell serve and reside wherever he may be directed. 

‘VI. He shall appear at all times in such Police Dress and Accoutrement, as shall from 
time to time bo orded to be worn by each respective rank of the service, shall always be 
neat and clean in hia appearance, and shall provide himaelf with the Dress, &c., or other- 
‘wise as ordered. 

VIL He shall allow anch reduction from his pay and allowance as may be required 
for Superannuation Fund, Clothing, Lodging, avd the like, under the rules of tho service, 

VII, He shall promptly dischargo such debts as the District Superintendent shall 
direct to be paid. 

IX. He shall not withdraw from the service without distinct pormissiun, or until the 
expiration of two months after giving warning of his intention to do so. 

X. He shall not on ony occasion, or undor any pretext whatever, directly or indirectly 
take or recive any present, gratuity or fee from any person whataoover, without the 
‘express permission of the District Saperiutendent. 

XL He shall act with respect and deference towards all official authorities of the coun- 
try ; and with forbearance, kindness and civility towards persons of ali ranks. He shall 
observe a respectable and peaceful line of private conduct and avoid all partizenship, 

XIE Each Police Officer may be required tu resign the service, and is Hable to imme- 
diate dismissal for unfitness, uegligence and mixcondut, by order of the Chief Commis- 
sioner ; and he may be suspended, be fined or otherwise punished for minor offences at the 
discretion of the District Superintendent, 

XTIL Leave, with retention of any part of his pay cannot be claimed on of right by 
any Police Officer ; but will be granted, when it can be done without inconvenience to the 
public service. 

XIV. Every article of Dress or Appointment, Lodgings, &e., which may have been sup- 
plied to a Police Officer at public cost will be immediately delivorod up, or vacated, when 
he may cease to beloug to the Polies Force, or may have been suspended, 

XV. Tfany of auch article or appointments, or hut, or the like, have, in the opinion af 
the District Superintendent, been improperly used or damaged, a deduction from any pay 
due to the party shall be made sufficient to make goud the damage, or supply a new article. 


KYI. Every Police Offcer who shall be dismissed ahall forfeit the whole of the pay due 
to him at the time of dismissal. i

Limite of the Port of Beypore. 
Nortecarion.—Manixg Derartuent, Fort St, George, Juac 14, 1866. 

The Govarnor of Fort Saint George in Council, with the sanction of the Gavernor 

envral of India in Council, hereby declares the Port of Beypore, in the District of 
Malabar, to be subject to the provisions of Act XXII of 1856. The Master Attendant 
at Calicut will be Conservator of the Port.

Ist. That the Madras Chamber of Coromerce is formed with « view to watoh over and 
protect the interests of Trade ; to roceive and collect information on al? matters of 
Mercantile interest, bearing upon the removal of grievances and the promotion of the 
common goed ; to communicate with authorities and with individual paities thereupon; 
to receive references on matters of custam or usage in doubt or dispute, deciding on the 
same and recording the decision mado for future reference ; and to form by that and other 
moana 8 code of practice, whereby the transactions of business by all engaged in it may 
be simplified and facilitated. 

2nd. That all Merchants and other persons engaged in the general Trade of Madran be 
¢ligible au Members. 

3rd. That persons desirous of joining the Chamber shall be proposed by one Member 
and seconded by another. Notice of the aaine shall be entered in the Ballot Book and 
eiroulated among the Members, and the election shall be made by ballot at the first 
General Mueting of the Chamber held after the expiry of one month from the date of 
the notles, « majority of two-thirds of those voting at the Meeting being neceswary for 
admission, 

4th. That voting by proxy bo not allowed, nor by parties whose subscriptions shall be 
inarrears, © 

Sth, That the power of expulsion be reserved to the Chamber, to be decided by ballot 
by a majority st a General Meeting. 

6th. That the executive duties of the Chamber shall be conducted by the Chairman 
‘with tha assistance of the Sub-Committee, and that all matters of importanse be referred 


for the decision of the general body of Subseribers, who shall be called together as often 
an is necessary by the Chairman, but not leas frequently than once s mowth. 
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7th. That the Chairman shall on all cocasions have # casting vote in addition to his 
own asa Member of the Chamber. 

Sth, That every Member on election sball pay an entrance fee of Rapees 100. 

9th, That the subscription be fixed at Rupees 160 per annum, payable quarterly in 
advance, Absentees in Europe to pay no subscription. 

10th, That if any Member allow his subscription to the Chamber to fall into arrears 
for more than one quarter without sufficient reason, his name shall be expunged from 
‘the list. 

11th. That the Funds be paid as realised into the Government Bank, and that when 
execoding one thousand Rupees they be vasted in Government Paper. 

19th, That the ordinary expenditure be at the discretion of the Chairman ; and that 
extraordinary be made by him with the sanction of Sub-Committes. 

18th, That an Anousl General Meeting be held on the second Monday of December, 
or as near thereto as convenient, at which the Troasurer’a scoount shall be submitted, 
and the Chetrman for the following year shall de eleotod ; the retiring Chairman 
becoming Vice-Chairman. In cases of the Chairman's re-election, a new Vice-Chairman 
shall be elected. 

The Vice-Chairman shall conduct the duties of Chairman during the absence of the 
latter.

Read the following Despatch from the Right Honorable Sir C, WOOD, Bart., Secre” 
tary of State for India: to His Excellency the Honorable the Governor in Counoil, 
Fort St. George, dated India Office, London, 24th April 1868, No, 6, 

have resolved in Council thet, whenever a Chaplain, ahont to return to his duty in 
India, may be willing to undertake the Spiritual of Troops on boariehip, he may 
tbe permitted to do ao, and that the Governments in India, ou recoiving from the Officer 
in command of the troops on board, a statement testifying to the due dincharge of his 
dutios by auch Chaplain: be eupowered to psy to him the sum of one hundred Pounds 
(£100) ; it being olearly vinderstood that the leave of absence of the Chaplain fx not. to 
be prolonged on this account, and that the time no mpent on boardship iy not to count 
as service in Ind 

2. ‘The principle of this Rule is applicable to the cane of Chaplains returning to this 
country from India ; and you are accordingly authorized to permit any Chaplain on the 
regaiat establishment, wlio may be proceeiing to Kugland, to undertake the Spiritual

wo think it devirable that for uvery ‘citclo of atations, the Lord Bishop should be 
requested to frarue o plan doterinining the periods at which each place aball be visited 
the Chaplain or Ansistant Chaplain offiviativg in auch circle, which ptan being approve 
by Government ahall contimucin furce till variod by the same authority. As ininute local 
itifurmation will be nevewary to the succesful formation of such plan, we can only offer 
a few wnggertions on the aubject, The frequency uf Ecclesiastical visite should be 
governed in a groat degree by the extent of the Christian population of the place to be 
visited, A place may contain not more than three or four membora of the English 
Church, and thongh it might not he right to excite those few persona from the benefit 
of Christian ordinances, — in obvious that in the mesent state of our Eocloaiaatical 
Eetubliahment such a place could nut be visited frequently without injury to others of 

or importance, An aunua! visit might in some caren be all that cuuld roazonably 

¢ afforded ; while to otlicrs, visits twice, three or fur times a year, might be expedient 5 

and to othors again, which might be more populous, it might be desirable that visits 
should be mado once in Nix woeks, or onca » month. 

4, When o circle of Stations may, from the deficiency of our Establishment, or any 
other cause, be left without a resident Clergyman, we are of opinion that the Chaplain 
or Assistant Chaplain of a weighbonting district shuuld, an desiiud by the Lord Bishop, be 
appeiuted to viait the Station thus deprived of clerical services In such cases the moat 
convenient course will be fur the urd Bishop to bring the subject to the notice of 
Government, und auhmit a plan of visitation. Such plan being approved, the Chaplain 
or Assistant Chaplain who can must conveniently disc] the required duty, should 
‘Ge npecially appointed thereto, aud thoncefurward beentitied to draw travelling allowances 
in conformity with the provisions of the plan, and in sccordance with our Financial 
Despatch of the 30th October 1839, 

% We should Inmout that the practice of visiting Stations at which no Clergyman is 

mansntly resident sould be diacontinned, und it would be unjust to subject the 
Elergy to the expenre attendant to such visith. Under these fuprescions we deem it 
proper to sanction the payment of such reasonable charges not exceoding thuse authorised 
in our Despatch of the 80th October 1889, before referred to: and we aro encouraged in 
this view by the fact that although Chaplains and Assiatant Chaplains when absent from. 
their duty are subject to the same deductions as Civil Servants, no charge ia ineurred in 
providing for the duty of the absentee, The deductions may thus be regarded asa fund, 
meeting to a certain extent the extra charges incurred by occasiunal or provisional visits 
of tho Clergy to Stations in which they do not reside.”

Artistic Department. 

Doring the past year, a great many lessons in clrawiug and engraving have beon printed 
and distributed to other uchoola, and Teachers havo been muppliod from buth depart- 
ments. The branches of instruction are Practical Geometry, Perspective, Frea hand- 
drawing Machine, Pion and Botanical Drawing, Woud and Copper-plato Engraving, Eight 
Teachers are employed, bosides the Superintendent who gives daily luctures* 


Industrial Department. 

In this Department, considerable progress hos Intely beon inade in tho manufacture 
of building, draining and ventilating materials, ulvo iv thu modelling, caxting in Plaster 
and making of Terracottas and improved pottery, aud in weulpturing in Stone and Marble, 
‘Important assistance haa beon rendered to soveral public [nstitutions from the Industrial 
Department in the ehape of fre-bricks, tilon, water-pipes, building, and bricks 
supplied in considerable quantition, Severul Kuiopeans, East Indians and Natives have 
obtained romunerative situations during the past yeat as Teachers in schools in the 
Public Works and othor de) ents. A good deal uf machinery has been made and 
paid for out of the proc of work jn the achowl, Four Eaxt Indian Teachers are 
employed besides a Native Modaller, two Native Potters, a Carpenter and Blackamith.

PURSEWALKUM GENERAL CEMETERY. 


Four St. Guorax, 15¢h Nocember 1858. 


‘The following Rules for the management of the Burial Ground for tho interment of 
the dead of all Christian denominations not Members of the Chueh of England, are 
published for general information :—~ 

1, That the Burial Gronnd be denignated the “ Purnewalkum General Cemetery :” 
this designation being inecribed in large lutters over the entrance ; au that the right of 
interment belongy to all Christians not Members of the Church of England, 

I, That the management of the " Pursewalkum General Cemetery” be confided 
to a Cumunittee, aclectod frum the Minixters laboring in Madras, thuse nt prosent bein, 
connected with the London Mission, Auerican Mission, Wenleyan Mission, the General 
Anuernbhy’s Mixsion, the Free Church Mission and the Baptist Mivsion, and such other 
Missionaries and other Jay persous as may bereaftor be deemed Ly Government entitled 
tu take part in the management. 

IIL. That the Committe keep the Burial Ground in order (free from all rank 
vegetation ; the treoa and shrubs in it heing neatly lopped) from the fecs realized, 
making over to Government annually any vom that may accrue after the payment of all 
expenses on this account, and rendering for the same period, an acoount of reoeipts and 
disbursements to the Military Board for subtwision to Government, and for publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

LV. That the Committee nominate their own Secretary and fill wp vacancies, both 
being subject to the approval of the Military Board under the unthority of Governuient. 

‘V. That all applications for permission to inter must be in writing to the Secre: 
tary to the Comuitteo of Management, with particulars of the naine of the decease, 
date and cause of death, age, Inte profession or employment. 

‘VI. ‘That all applications for the interment of children shall, beniden containing the 
name of the cbild, alto contain the names of the parents, their profession, &c., and the 
Committee will register all Burials according to tho oxtublished form, submitting the 
name quarterly to the Military Board. 

VI} That the Committve to whom the management of the Burinl Gronnd is 
ontrusted, be careful to have graves no arranged, that there shall be no waste space,

‘We owe the People’s Park to Sir Charies Trevelyan. It is not at all improbable that 
tha ides of some suck piace su, itself to many & man in power before his dey. 
It would be singular indoed if Buropeans nliould, for a hundred years, have seen 8 large 
native tuwn growing up on the alto of asmall villago—a vast population massing together 
with lunge to be fod with fresh sir aud limbs to be allured to exercise and health — 
without sometimes thinking it pumible that the “ village greens,” “ common,” and 
“ parka’ of bis native Jand might perhaye be re-produced with advant within reach 
of Black Town, Tho monotony of Indian life, and the lack of xympathy hetween the 
classon of Inlian society, may be as the causes why such an iden, if suggested, 
was never carried into execution. While the “upper ten thousand” could have their 
drive along the Beach aud round the Island, it mattered little to them that the “mnames” 
(unfriendly phrase) who could not drive, or were to be stimulated tu recreation, had no 
place convenient for health, exercise and amusement. 

But then Sir Charles Trevelyan was a mac not given to routine ; and aomewhat wide 
in hiarympatby, fo the ides of the people's want suggesting itself to him, nnd he 
having the power as well as the will—the got their Park. Thousands who know 
nothing of the step that cost him 9 Governorship, will buld his name in memory by the 
People's Park. 


But when Sir Charles was re-called, the scheme was in a most elerocntary ntate. The 
lan was on paper; but never adopted. Little elve was done, and little elae would have 
Pen done if inheritors of Sir Charles Trovelyan’s dignity had not also inherited 
his ay with the people. We awe it to the various gentlemen who have heen 
entrusted with the execution of the scheme, that the “ plan’ waa not thrown into the 
official waste paper basket, and the idea, recorded as one of Sir Charles’ amiable follica. 
Tt in in unison with Sir William Denison’s career, previous to bis arrival in this oountry 
that he should have shown a hearty approval of an nndertoking s0 intimately connect 
od with the health and pleasure of the middle-olass-population.

Of the young Lions that were born in the Park on the 25th September 1868, the 
male Lion lost tail; it was bitten off by the Tiger; they are growing and doing 
well. Tho Lioness cubbed the second time on the 19th of Angust 1869, three were 
born dead and one alive, all four are now dead. The Chestabs are all breeding freely. 


Free Visitors to the Animals of the Park without fee. 
Colonel MoMaster presented to the Park one Sun Bear, 1 Hog-Deer, one Wild Dog, 
and # number of other animals and birds. 
Captain B. ¥. Heysham presented two Abyssinian Goats and two Gazelles.

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THE NAPIER PARE. 


Madras owes ao much to the administration of the nubleman whose tenure of office 
is so near ita ond, that it is very fitting that some permanent and palpable token of the 
public approbation of his Iabors should remain in oor midst, at ance to stimulate 
succeeding Governors to walk io Lord Napier’s steps, and to remind generetions to offme 
of how much the sick, the suffering and the poor must always owe to one who has initi- 
ated av great improvements in all our public charities that their effect must long con- 
tinae—blessing thoue who are too weak or poor to help themselves. The Napier Park 
iw such a memorial, Its very position is most fitting, Standing midway between 
Government Honse and one of the most squalid quarters of Madras, ite beneficent 
influence will rest upon both, Ita site had been for scores of years a pestiferous swamp, 
covered for months in each year by salt and stagnant water, the overflow of the filthy 
Cooum. Within was a wretched parcherry, nutorlous for ita linbility to epidemic 
diseaso, that spread from thence throughout the city. To partially remedy the evil, the 
Municipality made it a depét for atrect aweepings, eo that in time ita level might be 
ralsed aufficiently to ensure its being free from water. This while amending une evil 
created another—plscing on the borders of n dense population masses of putrescent 
matter that could not but be very injurious to both the water and air of the locality. 
‘This grew to be such an evil that the Sanitary Commissioner at last put o stop to the 
discharge of sweepings on the land. It was howuver impossible to build on such & 
spot and the whule remained a useless “ dismal swamp.” 

At present all ia chunged. ‘The level has been rained by material dug from orua- 
mental tanks, Trees of useful and beautiful kinds have been planted, and are rapidly 
growing to their full height. Roads and side-paths have been laid out, and in the midat 
a band-atand will probably be eroted. Parks are things of slow growth, and it must be 
years before this can be worthy of the name it bears, but it is hoped that before Lord 
Napier leaves our shores, the whole area will be ready for the public—a boon that 
cannot but greatly influence for good the whole population of Chintadrepettah end 
Nuraingapooram, 

‘The Park contains an prea of about 13 cawnies. A great part of this was formerly 
the property of Government, but was generously given to the town on condition that 
the Municipality purchased the rest from the native owners, For this purpose the 
Municipelity bas expended several thousand rupees, and the tutal cost previous to the 
public opening will not be less than twenty thousaud rupees. The river-face of the 
park han already been protected by # simple but elegant fence of palmyra and laterite, 
while a new road divides the northern aide from Chintedrepettah. The design and laying 
out of the Park are the work of Mr. Standish Lee, the Municipal Engineer, who deserves 
great credit not only for this Lut also for the economical but yet effectual manner in 
which the whole wark has Leen performed. 

Asa leat gift Lord Napier bas provided the whole of the funda required for erecting 
on the weet side of the Park « handsome building for « girly’ schoot in the Indian fashion, 
The cost will not be less than 6,000 Rupees, It in intended to be « purely national 
girls’ school and to lead on through carefully gained experience to aome mode of teath- 
ing which will embody the best western systems while not departing from Hindu 
enstoma eny more than may be necessary. It ie grestly to be hoped the soheine will 
move a benefit to the public while the schoo] shall ornament the Park, ,

and secure “ Retiring Provisions” for themselves, 

Table LII gives the rates payable for this description of Insurance. 

“ Free Policies” or ten year premium “ Assurances,” 

These Assurances are for the whole of life although the premiums are 
payable during ten years only; thut is to say, the premiums aro all paid up 
in the course of ten years, and thenceforth the policy is free from any further| 
payment. 


Also each premium as it is paid, frees one-tenth of the sum assured, 80 
that the policy to that extent can never lapse from future non-payment of the 
premium. For example, if a policy has been effected on this system for Rupees 
10,000, and when the second year’s premium becomes due, the Assurer is: 
unable or unwilling to pay the same, he will not lose the benefit of the first 
year’s premium already paid, as the policy will continue in force for Ruy 
1,000 thee of all further payment whatever. So if the premiums were disoon- 
tinued after the second year, the Asaurance would remain in force for Rupees 
2,000, if after the third year for Rupees 3,000 and soon as many tenth of the 
sum dasured being rendered free as there have been yearly premiums paid. 


The system of Assurance has the advantage of converting each premium 
into an independont investment which ia not exposed to any diminution or 
Joss by the failure to keop up future payments, 


The Indian rates of premium for this system of Assurances are given in 
Table IV. 

The “Ol Rates” in Table V, have been recently Brepered to enable 
Clorgymen and Ministers of all denominations to assure their Lives in this 
Institution upon more favorable terms than in any other Office. 


The premiums may be paid either annually, half-yearly or quarterly ; and 
Policies, which have become forfeited by non-payment of the premiums, may 
be revived within twelve months, upon satisfactory proof being given that the 
party continues in good health, and of sober and temperate habits. 


*,* Thirty days! grace are allowed for the payment of the Renewal Pre- 
miunts. The validity of the Poliey will, in every case, be maintained, by 
yyment of the premium within the stipulated period, notwithstanding the 
Teeth of the Assured may have occurred before such premium shall have 
received. 

Upon their arrival in Europe, Pulicy-holders will be entitled to reduction 
in their premiums corresponding to difference between the Indian and 
European risk,—such reduction to take effect from the next period of renewal, 
after the receipt by the Office of notice of their arrival
